This estimate is based on a $208,000 cost for the playground itself (demolition and removal of existing structure,
excavation and prep for new structures, new equipment and surfacing installation), $60,000 (estimated) for the

design and construction of an ADA accessible walkway from the school to the playground area, and $32,000
for build inspections, as a contingency for variations in the walkway estimate, and potential unforeseen costs.
